For Food too ſtrong (i. e. whoſe Parts are 
not eaſily reduced into a chylous Subſtance by the 
diſſolvent Juices of the Stomach) will oppreſs the 
Stomach, create loathing, and become a crude in- 
digeſted Maſs, and will fill the Blood with a viſcid, 
or acrid Chyle, and diſorder the Head, and fi k 

the Spirits, and obſtruct the Excretory Paſſages, and 
cauſe Repletion, and counter: act all the Indications 
of proper Aliment, and ſo may bring on various ill 
Symptoms. Indeed when the Puſtules are very few, 
and the Fever is gone, and the Appetite ſtrong, a 
greater Liberty may be indulged. But where he 
Diſtemper is violent, there great Caution muſt be 
uſed. It is much ſafer to give what the concoctive 

Faculties can digeſt with Pleaſure, than to give what 
equals or exceeds their Strength. For the human 
Body can long ſubſiſt, and that with Vigour and 
Aherity, only by F oods of moſt eaſy Digeſtion. 
Here 1t muſt be noted, that there, is a very great 
Difference in the Quality of the difolvent Fuices of 
different Perſons and Conſtitutions, whence it ſome-

He Felt ibes Blee- 
dung, as one Means for curing the poppin Feuer, 
which often attends the confluent Small PG but as 
I have proved in this Book, that that Fever may 
| happily be cur'd without this Evacuation, it muſt 55

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not be affirm'd,.- that Phlebotomy. is neceſſary for the 
Recovery of thoſe that may happen to fall under it; 
and that it is not only unneceſſary, but for the moſt 
Part improper, and prejudicial to the Sick, will ap- 
pear from the Reaſons aſſign'd againſt it in this Trea- 
tiſe. I do acknowledge, that Dr. Sydenham has very 
much obliged the World by thoſe accurate Deſcrip- , 
tions of many Diſeaſes, and thoſe uſeful Obſerva- 
tions relating to them, which he publiſh'd; and that 
he lays it down as a general Rule, in treating vario- 
lous Patients, that nine or ten Ounces of Bload ſhould 
be taken away in any of the firſt three Days, from 
the Beginning of the Sickneſs: But as the Proc 
of this Rule, in Caſes where there is no. Plethora, is 
not ſupported by any concluſive Arguments, thoſe 
Phyſicians may expect to be excus'd, who do not fall 
into a Cuſtom of preſcribing it for all Perſons under 
that Diſtemper. And I beg Leave further to ob- 
ſerve, that although this Doctor's Method, as to a 
cold Regimen, and cooling Attenuants, is not only molt 
+ Proper, but neceſſary for divers Patients under the 
Small Pox, yet that Bleeding is very unhappily 
Join'd with them, and muſt unavoidably produce per- 
nicious Effects in Caſes where the Quantity and 
Heat of the Blood is too little, the Pulſe too weak, 
and the Action of the Solids too feeble. This Sort 
of Evacuation certainly may with more Safety be ad- 
vis d by thoſe that uſe the hot Regimen, and warm

Miſtering Plaiſters, and to give 
ſome generous, cordial Medicines mix d with 2 : 
and accordingly he practis' d. In his 1075. Hiſt. on 
the Account that his Patient was afflicted with ex- 
treme Pain of his Head, and a violent Pulſation of 
his Arteries, he order'd ten Ounces of Blood to be 
taken from his Arm, and a cordial Bolus to be taken 
immediately, and a Paregoric to be given at Night, 
which ſucceeded well. His 11:4 Hiſt. relates the 
Cafe of a young Patient ſeventeen, Years of Age, Who 
the 4% Day of his Sickneſs was taken with a Spitting 
of Blood, EN by a great Plethora, he had a 
ſtrong Pulſe : Seven or eight Ounces of Blood were 
taken from his Arm, upon which his ſpitting Blood 
preſently ceas'd; and within fix Hours after he had 
taken a Cordial and paregoric Bolus, the Eruption 
came briſkly on ; this Method; happily ſucceeded. 
His 1665 Hiſt. acquaints us, that he was call'd to 
a Youth of about twelve Years old, who was ſeiz d 
the 16th of February with a violent Fever, and 
Feb. 17. had extreme convulſive Pains, ſometimes 
in his Side, like a Pleuriſy; ſometimes in his Limbs, 
like a Rheumatiſm : His Pulſe was very ſtrong; 1 
ven Ounces of Blood were taken away, and after- 
wards a theriacal Bolus was given with a Draught of 
a cordial Fulep, of which he was allowed to drink 
at his Pleaſure, and the next Day the Eruption of 
the diſtinct Small Pox came kindly on, &c. His 
Hist. 42. relates, that a Servant Man of Mr. Buffy, 
then living in Hleorſtreet, in the Month of July, was 
afflicted with a moſt violent Pain. of his Head and 
Back; that on the ſecond Day of his Illneſs, by the 
Advice of ſome Phy ſician, twelve Ounces of Blood 
were taken from his Arm, but that no. Cordial, or 
Opiate Medicine being order'd for him, he paſſed all 
the next Night without Sleep, dull and delirious; 
the Puſtules coming out thick upon him, and the 
Diſtemper appearing to be of the coherent Kind; _

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that che next Day Dr. Morton found him under 
thoſe Symptome, with a very weak, quick, unſteady 
* Pulſe, which Citcumſtances occaſion'd Dr. Mord, 
to preſcribe the Application of three Bliſters, and x 
eor4ial Bolus to be taken immediately, and a Pare- 
Soric cordial Julep with Powders in it, to be given 
# Doſe of it every four Hours: The Day after he 
found him pleaſantly afleep, altogether: "Rd from bis 
Fever, and thoſe threatening Sympr ptoms which befute 
afMicted him, he recover'd. Theſe Inſtances rove 
that once letting Blood in plethoric Perſons, in the fe- 
brile State, 82 a ſafe Method of Practice, W. ſuch 
violent Symptoms, as thoſe mention'd in the Cafes | 
recited, do attend them; and when ſuitable Cordial 
Nomalies are immediately exhibited to prevent the 
ill Oonſequences of the Revulfion always produc'd 
by Phlebotomy. But all this will not excuſe taking 
away Blood where there is no Plethora, when no 
Tuch violent Symptoms attend the Sick, and when 
no cordial Medicines are Intended. to be giver, to 
iy 2458. Remarkable is the Cafe related by M 
A 1s ER *, (de Variolis, Hiſt. 22.) vis. that a noble 
. young Lady, Daughter to the Counteſs of Wincbel. 
Mey aged about ſeventeen Years, was taken with a 
Peter; and violent Pain in her Back; eight Ounces 
of Blood were taken away; ſhe drank of a pectoral 
Apozeme made with HB and ſome Span 
Wine, and that Night took a Doſe or two of Cochi- 
nen! wich Saffron. The Small Pox appearing the 
Day following, another Phyfician was called, where- 
vpon the Method of treating this Patient was chan- 
ged: Wine, and all heating Things from the Kit- 
chin and the Shop were forbidden; Milk and Oai- 
meal Gruel, and boil'd Apples, and ſmall Beer were 
allow'd her; and for three "OT? from the e 
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Vitriol. guttis ſex, Diacodii untia una, and repeated 3 or 
Times a Day was given her, as alſo the white Decat- 
ton, and Milk Water with Sugar of Pearl, which were all 
the Medicines preſcrib'd by her two Phyſicians, ' But 
unhappy was the Event! for the Small Pon was of 
the confluent Kind, but no growing of the Pox fol- 
lowed this cool Method.

+F 459. HeLveTiIus, Phyſician in Ordinary to 
the King of France, very much recommends m_ 
in the Small Pox; and repreſents it as a ſuccef : 
Way of Practice in his Country; but it cannot be 
infer' d thence that it is as proper, or will be as affe 
in colder Climates. He ſeerns' to ground his Practice 
on three Propoſitions, which do not appear to mʒe 
to have much Truth in them. They are theſe, viz, 
Prop. 1. That nothing is move eſtrltual do droert, or 
if poſſible, to remove an Obferuttiun from be Peſſels of 
the Brain. (p. 149.) As to this Propolition; Inwyould 
obſerve, 1. That in Experience other Methods have 
been found very effectual to remove Obſtraftions 
from the Veſſels of the Brain, (if Deliria, and ſuch 
like terrible Symptoms may 'be- reckoned to. aviſe in 
any Meafure from ſuch Obſtructions) as is evident 
from the Hiftories annexed. to this Treatiſe.

As to the other Expreſſion, 
viz, INFLAMMATION, by this I ſuppoſe is meant 
either an inflammatory State of the Fluids, or an in- 
fammatory Tumour of ſome of the Solids, If the firſt 
be the Signification of the Word, then I fay that an 
inflammatory State of the Fluids may be happily re- 
mov'd without Bleeding; as is manifeſt from ſeveral 
Cafes recorded among the Hiſtories ; and ſince this 
is true, it is no juſt Inference from an inflammatory 
State of the Blood, that a Vein ought to be opened. 
But if by Inflammation is meant an inflammatory Tu- 
mur of ſome of the Solids, then I would obſerve, 
that in febrile Diſeaſes, if the Tumour is external, 
and appearing in the Form of a Phlegmon, Bubo, or 
Juppurating Puſtules, Bleeding muſt not be admit- 
ted, on the Account of the known fatal Effects of 
this Evacuation, noted $ 441, 447. foregoing ; and 
becauſe taking away Blood hinders that Suppuration, 
which would contribute to the Recovery of the Pa- 
tient. There is indeed a Difference, when inflam- 
matory Tumours are form'd on the internal Parts,

That we 
may rightly underſtand this Matter, we muſt take 
Notice of the Effects of Bleeding, when the Tumour 
is beginning to be form'd; and what the Effects are 
like to be when the Tumour has been perfah) 
form'd, and of ſome Continuance. In the former 
Caſe, as Bleeding produces a REVvVLs oN from 
all the capillary Veſſels of both the exterior and 
interior Superficies of the Body; and as the Ori- 
ginal of all Tumours is an Obſtruction of the 
Veſſels tumefying, ſo Bleeding by its conſequent 

- Revulfion may help to drain away the obſtructing 
Particles thro? the leſſer into larger Veſſels, and thus 
make the incipient Tumour to ſink, and prevent 
Suppuration; but nevertheleſs, if thoſe morbific 
Particles which obſtructed the Veſſels, and began to 
form an inflammatory Tumour, be not either by 
the natural Action of the Organs, or the Aſſiſtance 
of proper Medicines, ſufficiently comminuted and 
attenuated, and ſo made fit to paſs out of the Body,

Hæmorrha- 
ges may proceed from an acrid Quality in the Blood, 
corroding the Coats of the capillary Veſſels; and 
when this is the Caſe, in Bodies not plethoric, there 
can be no good Reaſon to adviſe opening a Vein;

if we conſider the Cauſes of it in Bodies not plethoric, - 
we ſhall find the Notion of the Neceſlity of taking 
away Blood from the Patient, on the Account of this 
Incident, has no rational Foundation: For the Cauſe 
in ſuch Bodies, muſt either be the Violence of the E.

I heſe Lines, if we 
conſider what precedes and immediately follows them, 
ſem to be writ for the Conviction of his Readers, 
that Bleeding in the Beginning of this Diſtemper, is 
generally improper, but becauſe the reaſoning in them, 
in manifeſt Appearance, favours Phlebotomy, and may 
be ſo applied, I ſhall conſider what Strength there is 
in them to prove. the Fitneſs of taking away Blood 
from variolous Patients not plethoric. It is confeſs'd, © 
that taking away Blood in Bodies where the Quantity 

is too little, or doth not exceed, may alter the Qua- 
lity of it, when vitiated; but how? Truly from bad 
to worſe; by rendering the Actions of the Organs 
leſs ſtrong than they ought to be, and fo hindering 
the Attenuation and Excretion of thoſe Particles which 
vitiated the Blood. It is of the utmoſt Importance 
to main tain the animal Organs in their due Strength, 
and this 18 neceſſary to procure in the animal Fluids 
(to ſpeak. according to this Phyſicians Phrafeology} 
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a yielding to the Force of proper Remedies. Let 
none therefore aſſert, that taking away Blood from 
Perſons that have not too much of it, or it may be 

not enough, is needful, in order to render proper 
Remedies effectual to che Recovery of the Sick, un- 
leſs they can prove that rendering the Strength of 
the Patient leſs than i 1t ought to be, contributes to his | 
Health.

That 
therefore Blood is to be taken away, to the Quantity. f ten 
or twelve Ounces, and that Phlebotomy may be repeated 
by Intervals. The Arguments for this laſt Notion, I 
have already conſider d in this Chapter; and have 
no Occaſion to ſay any Thing more upon it; but it 

vill not be amiſs to make a few Remarks on the two 
former. 1. As to the ſecondary Fever, being different 
from that which preceded the Eruption; this ſeems to 
me an Opinion without any juſt Foundation; for the 
ſecondary Fever certainly proceeds from the ſame 
Cauſe which produced that which preceded the Erup- 
tion, namely, variolous Particles mixed with the ani- 
mal Fluids, and not excerned from them. In the 
Confluent Small Por, the Fever often runs as wi - 
the different Periods of the Diſtemper before it leaves 
the Patient; and where it doth not run on in that 
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Manner, but ceaſes for a Day or two, or three, and 
then the Patient is again afflicted with a Fever; yet 
as this Fever ariſes from a Return of variolous Parti. 
cles into the Blood, or from an Obſtruction of ſome 
of the excretory Paſſages by which the variolous 
Humours were running off, this ſecondary Fever, 
though it may be called a new Fever, yet is not a dif.

No, although the Symptoms ſhould be ever ſo dif-

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1 or Miſt of variolous Effiuvia, have variolous Particles 
almoſt continually paſſing into their Blood by the 
numberleſs Yaſa inbalantia, whoſe Orifices lie open 
both in the Epidermis, and pulmonary Membranes,

1. ] As to the former Sort, great Care muſt be ta- 
ken to give nothing which may diſagree with a milk 
Diet; and therefore as Acids may produce an exceed- 
ing hard Curd, which may be attended with ill Con- 
ſequences, they are not the moſt proper Remedies 
for this Sort of Patients, and what I never make uſe 
of: There is a Variety of Medicines large enough to 
anſwer the different curative Indications without them: 
And as the Pulſe in theſe very young Bodies, as well 
as in all others, is the general and grand Index, lead- 
ing Phyſicians to adviſe either cooling or warming Ar- 
TENUANTS, ſo there are divers of both Sorts agree- 
able enough to ſucking Infants.
